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THE  RELATIONS  BETWEEN  ASPECTS  OF  QUAKERISM 


In  moving  among  Friends  one  finds  a con- 
siderable variety  of  interest  and  emphasis. 
Sometimes  this  makes  for  embarrassment  or 
even  tension.  It  raises  the  question  whether 
all  aspects  are  authentically  Quaker  and 
what  is  the  relation  between  them. 

Many  years  ago  when  I first  met  Harry 
Emerson  Fosdick  he  asked  me  a question 
on  two  aspects.  He  said  he  had  observed  that 
Friends  had  two  distinctive  traits.  They  have 
been  pioneers  in  social  conscience.  He  knew 
also  that  their  traditional  manner  of  worship 
was  quite  unlike  that  in  most  Christian 
churches,  but  his  question  was,  What  is  the 
connection  between  the  two?  I do  not  recall 
just  what  I replied,  but  I wondered  at  his 
identification  of  two  Quaker  traits  and  par- 
ticularly at  his  assumption  that  they  must  be 
somehow  related.  I had  supposed  that  we 
have  a right  to  be  queer  in  two  or  more  in- 
dependent ways.  There  is  a logical  fallacy 
called  “post  hoc  propter  hoc,”  which  assumes 
a necessary  cause  and  effect. 

Many  Friends  would  answer  that  our 
worship  is  the  source  of  our  social  concern. 
I could  give  some  illustrations  supporting 
this  theory.  A quiet  meeting  can  be  a severe 
scrutiny  of  our  conduct — a private  confes- 
sional, or  a kind  of  third  degree  examination. 
In  his  Journal  John  Woolman  tells  how  while 
sitting  one  day  in  the  gallery  of  his  home 
meeting  he  observed  a Negro  slave  sitting  in 
the  back  of  the  room,  and  remembered  that 
years  ago  as  executor  of  a will  he  had  ar- 
ranged to  give  the  slave  his  freedom,  but  not 
until  he  reached  the  age  of  thirty.  This  dis- 
turbed him  and  he  later  provided  for  imme- 
diate emancipation.  A saying  of  Jesus  deals 
with  this  problem,  even  more  drastically. 
“If  thou  art  offering  thy  gift  at  the  altar  and 
there  rememberest  that  thy  brother  hath 
aught  against  thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  be- 
fore the  altar,  and  go  thy  way,  first  be  recon- 
ciled to  thy  brother  and  then  come  and  offer 
thy  gift.” 

I was  lately  asked  to  speak  on  the  sub- 
ject “The  Basis  of  Social  Service  in  the  Gath- 
ered Meeting.”  Whoever  thought  up  that 
subject  had  a ready  made  answer  to  our 
question  of  relationship,  and  a few  weeks 
or  months  before  that  I attended  gatherings 


where  the  announced  subjects  were  respec- 
tively “Beliefs  into  Action,”  “Inner  Renewal 
and  Outward  Works”  and  “The  Religious 
Basis  of  Social  Action.”  These  titles  seem 
to  represent  a widespread  assumption  among 
Friends,  of  one  way  dependence  rather  than 
of  any  two  way  reaction,  or  of  a common 
source  for  both  parts  of  the  Quaker  life. 

Even  the  last  suggestion  is  perhaps  a too 
convenient  explanation  for  the  complex  fa- 
cets of  religion.  Naturally  modern  Friends 
have  tried  to  rationalize  their  inheritance  by 
some  logical  scheme.  They  use  (or  misuse) 
the  familiar  phrases  “inner  light”  or  “that 
of  God”  and  can  show  to  their  complete  satis- 
faction that  all  expressions  of  Quakerism  are 
in  different  ways  derived  from  a single  con- 
cept. Whether  it  be  our  spontaneous  wor- 
ship, or  our  social  testimonies,  or  our  per- 
sonal regimen  of  simplicity — each  and  all  can 
be  arranged  in  a neat  dependence  on  some 
“creative  center  of  Quakerism.”  We  are 
gently  flattered  to  be  shown  thus  the  consis- 
tency and  unity  of  our  religion. 

Friends  probably  are  not  alone  in  assum- 
ing such  relationships.  I believe  it  was  Eck- 
hart,  the  German  mystic,  who  said,  “A  man 
can  pay  out  in  service  only  what  he  has 
earned  through  meditation.”  There  is  a fa- 
vorite story  among  Friends  of  a stranger 
who  came  into  a Friends’  meeting.  After 
many  minutes  of  silence  he  restlessly  turned 
to  a neighbor  and  asked  in  a whisper,  “When 
does  the  service  begin.  The  answer  was: 
“Where  the  worship  is  over  the  service  be- 
gins.” 

Another  widespread  view  is  that  right 
action  is  dependent  upon  right  doctrine.  It 
has  long  been  assumed  that  unorthodox  re- 
ligion will  produce  immoral  behavior,  and 
conversely  that  correct  doctrine  will  issue 
in  virtuous  conduct.  I need  hardly  say  that 
the  facts  of  experience  are  not  all  that  simple, 
and  that  action  and  conduct  are  sometimes 
more  determinant  of  belief  than  vice  versa. 
“Whosoever  willeth  to  do  the  will  of  God 
shall  know  of  the  doctrine.”  But  there  is  an 
unfortunate  tension  in  many  circles  between 
activists  and  partisans  of  theology.  Either 
emphasis  can  be  looked  upon  as  escapism

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From  the  Minutes  of  the 
EXECUTIVE  MEETING 
March  18,  1967 

— An  ad  hoc  committee  (Gerri  House,  chairman) 
was  appointed  to  consider  whether  a more  perman- 
ent (than  mimeographed)  edition  of  YM  minutes 
should  be  prepared  for  libraries  and  archives. 

— Canadian  Friends  Service  Committee:  A represen- 
tative from  PYM  would  not  be  possible  as  it  is  a 
committee  of  Canada  Yearly  Meeting.  Hugh  Camp- 
beil-Brown  was  asked  to  write  CFSC  of  our  interest 
in  having  a report  of  their  activities. 

— Reports  to  PYM  from  AFSC,  FCNL,  FWC,  William 
Penn  House,  etc.:  Representatives  should  use  the 
Bulletin  as  much  as  possible  for  reports.  The  Clerk 
should  consult  with  them  to  decide  whether  to  allott 
YM  time,  and  if  so,  such  reports  should  not  repeat 
published  statements  but  involve  new,  vital  issues 
to  stimulate  Friends’  participation. 

— A travelling  minute  was  issued  to  Ferner  Nuhn  to 
present  to  Friends  General  Conference  where  he 
will  serve  as  a resource  person. 

— PYM  Secretariat:  Kristina  Bradwell  shall  be  asked 
to  prepare  a detailed  section  for  the  Arrangements 
Handbook  and  act  as  staff  person  responsible  in 
1967.  Expenses  for  members  of  the  secretariat  will 
be  paid  as  needed. 

— Documents  and  Reports  for  YM:  All  material  to  be 
mimeographed  at  YM  shall  first  be  authorized  by 
the  Assistant  Clerk.  Committees  should  if  possible 
meet  in  early  summer  to  settle  on  ideas  and  con- 
cerns and  publish  them  as  part  of  documents  in 
advance  in  the  Bulletin. 

— Evening  Concert  and  Choral  Group  at  YM:  Con- 
tinuance is  approved;  Mary  Etter  will  be  asked  to 
be  responsible  again. 

— Friends  World  Conference  Delegation  has  been 
increased  for  PYM  to  17;  some  withdrawals  have 
occurred.  Named  to  fill  out  the  number  are  Harry 
Bailey,  Sakiko  Okubo,  Mildred  Burke,  Charles  Swift. 
Any  further  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Clerk 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
Clifford  Maser  was  named  as  chairman  of  PYM  dele- 
gation. 

— FWC  triennial  meeting:  Hazel  Legge  was  named 
to  attend  in  place  of  Nina  Lawrence  who  cannot. 

— A proposed  limit  to  reserve  funds  of  PYM  was 
discussed.  The  Committee  agreed  that  in  order  to 
be  in  a position  to  meet  unforseen  emergencies  no 
limit  should  be  set. 

— Named  to  the  Nominating  Committee  to  begin 
serving  at  once  up  through  the  end  of  the  third  YM 
following:  Leyton  Jump,  Virginia  Harris,  Walt  Lohans, 
Meg  McCarroll,  Beth  Blevans. 

— Appointments:  Assistant  Clerk:  Ward  Miles;  alter- 
nate, William  Matchett.  Permanent  Site  Committee 
Chairman,  Bob  Barnes;  History  Committee  Chairman, 
Walt  Raitt. 

— Permanent  Records  of  the  PYM:  These  shall  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  History  Committee  which 
may  hire  clerical  help  as  need  arises.  Walt  Raitt 
will  be  asked  to  carry  out  necessary  procedures  to 
maintain  permanent  records  and  remedy  any  omis- 
sions to  date. 


— The  Treasurer’s  interim  report  was  accepted.  The 
position  of  Associate  Treasurer  was  approved,  and 
Asenath  Young  was  appointed.  Bob  Young  was  in- 
structed to  use  YM  funds  to  defray  Treasurer’s  ex- 
penses as  needed. 

— The  Bulletin:  The  Editor  asked  for  a capital  back 
log  to  compensate  for  uneven  flow  of  income.  $500 
was  transferred  to  her  account  for  this  purpose. 
She  reported  that  the  budget  for  this  year  was 
inadequate;  $350  was  approved  for  extra  costs  this 
year.  The  Executive  Committee  reaffirmed  that  the 
Editor  is  so  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  The  Editor 
asks  that  documents  in  advance  should  reach  her 
by  July  1,  1967. 

— Discipline  Committee:  Esther  Richards  reported 
that  a further  supply  of  Disciplines  has  been  located. 
She  was  asked  to  prepare  an  insert  correction  of 
an  error  in  the  section  on  “Marriage.” 

— Education  Committee:  Gerri  House  reported  plans 
for  a special  interest  session  at  YM.  This  was  ap- 
proved. 

— Finance  Committee:  Paton  Crouse  asks  stading 
committee  chairman  to  submit  budget  estimates  in 
advance  of  YM.  He  reported  that  the  67  YM  will 
require  a subsidy  of  approximately  $3,500.  He  was 
instructed  to  include  this  item  in  the  67-68  budget. 

— William  Penn  House:  A second  contribution  was 
approved  for  next  year’s  budget.  Penn  House  will 
be  invited  to  contribute  to  YM  displays  and  to  the 
Bulletin  and  individual  Friends  are  encouraged  to 
contribute  to  this  project. 

— Friends  Schools:  A conference  for  staff  of  Friends 
Schools  within  PYM  is  to  be  held  at  Pacific  Oaks 
on  August  11,  1967;  topic  - “Changing  Educational 
Patterns  to  Better  Fit  Friends  Philosophy.” 

— Ministry  and  Oversight:  The  Executive  Committee 
approved  their  recommendations  that:  The  proposed 
invitation  to  Joseph  Havens  as  speaker  to  YM  this 
year  should  not  be  followed  up  because  of  time 
limitations  due  to  reports  from  our  representatives 
to  F.W.C.  . . . That  worship  fellowship  groups  be 
continued  in  their  present  form;  that  a special  meet- 
ing of  their  leaders  be  arranged  for  the  Committee 
Day  at  YM;  that  special  provisions  be  made  for  those 
for  whom  these  groups  are  not  helpful  . . . Also 
approved  was  their  Minute:  “That  PYM  continue  in 
its  independent  way  without  affiliating  with  either 
Friends  General  Conference  or  Friends  United 
Meeting.  We  are  not  rejecting  either  and  wish  to 
keep  fellowship  with  all  Friends.  Yet  placed  as  we 
are  geographically  our  ecumenicity  should  be  ex- 
pressed through  greater  involvement  in  Friends 
World  Committee.  We  need  more  participation  in 
the  organizations  we  are  already  committed  to: 
the  FWC,  AFSC,  FCNL.  Since  we  have  Monthly 
Meetings  which  also  belong  to  Canada  Yearly  Meet- 
ing we  feel  the  need  for  cultivation  of  relationships 
with  that  Yearly  Meeting  and  through  it  with  Cana- 
dian Friends  Service  Committee.” 

— Junior  Friends  Executive  Committee:  Ken  Lynd 
reported  their  outline  for  their  YM  program.  They 
have  minuted  agreement  that  Junior  Friends  would 
be  treated  as  responsible  people,  that  as  far  as 
rules  of  conduct  were  concerned,  a basic  consider- 
ation for  others  would  be  the  guiding  and  con- 
trolling principle  . . . They  requested  and  got  Ex- 
ecuvtive  Committee  approval  to  change  the  minuted 
definition  of  a sponsor  for  a Junior  Friend  at  YM

from  the  other,  and  sometimes  rightly  so. 
They  need  not  be  mutually  exclusive  nor 
does  either  deserve  the  prestige  of  supposed 
priority. 

I find,  though  I am  no  psychologist,  that 
modern  psychology  sometimes  takes  my 
point  of  view,  or  that  of  the  man  who  when 
asked  what  do  you  think?  replied.  Let  me 
wait  to  see  what  I do.  Again  and  again  in 
Quaker  history  we  have  had  to  respond  first 
to  an  actual  situation  and  only  later  formu- 
late our  principles  of  general  action  or  belief. 
So  I am  not  disturbed  when,  as  has  been 
sometimes  the  case,  grateful  beneficiaries  of 
Quaker  service  have  asked  the  service  work- 
er, “Why  don’t  you  preach  what  you  prac- 
tice?” 

It  was  said  of  Pierre  Ceresole  that  “he  is 
convinced  that  religion  grows  out  of  service 
rather  than  service  out  of  religion.  He  does 
not  feel  the  need  of  regular  formal  meetings 
in  ‘Sunday  tones.’  He  is  strongly  drawn  to 
Friends  on  the  side  of  their  practical  work. 
He  thinks  that  a common  task  of  service  may 
often  give  rise  to  a meeting  of  worship.” 
Harold  Loukes,  himself  a Friend,  has  written 
lately  of  the  two  ways  in  which  we  can  be 
conscious  of  the  “Word  for  Now”: 

The  hearing  comes  in  two  forms, 
in  the  withdrawal  of  worship,  and  in 
the  engagement  of  life  in  which  con- 
science is  awakened.  Friends  have 
never  sought  to  distinguish  between 
these  two.  They  know  they  are  dif- 
ferent, but  they  would  regard  any  at- 
tempt to  lay  down  priorities  of  rela- 
tive importance  as  meaningless,  just 
as  it  would  be  to  distinguish  the  roles 
of  the  left  and  right  leg  in  walking. 

In  worship,  there  is  discoverable  a 
level  of  personal  insight  in  which  the 
promptings  may  be  perceived.  In  ac- 
tion the  promptings  must  be  obeyed, 
however  loud  the  counter  voices  of 
selfish  impulse.  Worship  may  bring 
the  worshipper  to  a point  of  vantage 
from  which  his  whole  life  of  action  is 
seen  in  a new  perspective.  Faithful- 
ness in  action  brings  the  actor  to  a 
level  from  which  his  worship  can 
reach  deeper  yet.  It  is  all  one.  But  in 
both  worship  and  action  overmuch 
attention  to  the  outward  may  pre- 
vent the  reaching  of  the  true  level. 

(Harold  Loukes,  The  Quaker  Contribution,

I have  thought  it  worth  while  to  question 
some  assumed  priorities  of  relative  import- 
ance, and  I do  so  in  recollection  of  religious 
experience  in  the  Quaker  and  the  Biblical 


tradition.  Men  have  often  reacted  to  an  im- 
expected  situation,  not  with  full  fledged 
principles  but  extempore,  and  from  that  re- 
action more  general  principles  followed. 
George  Fox  tells  how  one  day  he  found 
himself  with  some  Christian  “professors” 
drinking  healths,  and  with  the  alternative 
of  either  drinking  the  most  or  having  to  pay 
for  them  all.  With  this  episode  begins  his 
search  for  a better  Christianity.  John  Wool- 
man,  in  the  course  of  his  employment  sud- 
denly found  himself  writing  a bill  of  sale 
for  a slave.  From  this  moment  grew  his  clear 
cut  testimony  against  slavery,  with  its  ra- 
diating influence  in  Quaker  circles  and  even 
wider.  I can  read  the  episodes  in  the  Gospels 
in  much  the  same  way; — Jesus’  response  to 
concrete  situations  preceding  the  implica- 
tions of  the  response  as  a form  of  emphasis. 
And  I have  long  been  persuaded  that  theo- 
logical insights  of  Isaiah  and  Jeremiah — of 
God  as  spirit  and  of  God  as  personal — were 
the  by  products  of  their  own  involvement 
in  the  political  realities  of  their  environment, 
rather  than  the  opposite.

FRIENDS  IN  THE  ORIENT  COMMITTEE 

(Following  is  a letter  received  by  Gretchen  Tuthill 
from  Shigeru  Oae,  Professor  of  Applied  Chemistry, 
Osaka  City  University,  Osaka,  Japan.) 

January  17,  1967 

“.  . . . I went  to  visit  China  for  a month  of  November 
of  1965  as  a member  of  five  organic  chemists  who 
were  invited  by  the  Chinese  Academy.  Although 
ours  was  a completely  organized,  guided  tour,  ac- 
companied by  Chinese  officials,  we  could  see  a lot 
of  tilings  and  meet  many  people.  We  could  already 
smell  a little  smoke  of  preliminary  Red  Guards 
Movement  and  the  Cultural  Revolution  which  are 
taking  place  right  now.  For  example,  the  Head  of 
Chemical  Institute  in  Peking — the  largest  research 
institute  on  chemistry  in  China  with  about  500  re- 
search staff  — were  missing  ...  I was 
able  to  intimately  chat  with  a Chinese  colleague 
(a  Harvard  Ph.D.  and  formerly  a member  of  the 
Federation  of  American  Scientists)  who  apparently 
had  a lot  more  freedom.  I gave  him  two  copies  of 
recent  AFSC  China  policy  proposal,  telling  to  keep 
one  copy  for  himself  and  those  who  want  to  share 
the  same  idea  ivith  his  and  mine  and  to  give  another 

one  to  our  dear  Chinese  friends  ; also  a 

few  other  pamphlets  on  Peace  and  a few  copies  of 
SSRS  newsletters. 

He  told  me  a lot  of  how  Chinese  feel  about  the 
U.S.  relation,  Viet  Nam  War,  etc.  His  main  worries, 
this  is  apparently  share  with  his  liberal  minded 
colleagues,  is  if  the  U.S.  would  attack  China  in  the 
near  future.  This  would  deteriorate  all  the  material 
developments  the  present  China  has  gained  in  the 
past  fifteen  years  of  struggle.  Although  I told  him 
that  the  U.S.  would  not  and  American  people  are 
not  willing  to  invade  China,  we,  too,  were  very 
much  worried  about  if  the  U.S.  airplanes  would 
drop  bombs  in  China  around  that  time,  since  just 
before  we  were  visiting  there,  a few  air  attacks 
were  taking  place  Hainan  Island  and  so  many  Navy 
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vessels  were  concentrated  in  the  port  of  Hong  Kong. 

I could  understand  very  well  how  Dr.  was 

feeling  in  his  mind.  He  was  struggling  himself  to 
get  an  answer  too. 

My  meeting  with  Mrs.  - was  a very  im- 

pressive one.  I wrote  her  a postcard  that  I would 
be  staying  for  a week  and  like  any  Friend  to  visit 
or  contact  me.  When  I was  dressing  up  for 
the  farewell  party  given  in  the  last  evening, 
I heard  a small  knocking  sound.  When  I opened 
the  door,  I found  an  elderly  tiny  frail  lady.  Since 
I was  to  leave  for  the  party  soon,  we  had  only  fif- 
teen to  twenty  minutes  of  conversation,  but  the 
meeting  was  so  moving  that  I will  not  be  able  to 
forget  for  sometime.  She  told  me  that  she’s  the 
youngest  Friend  in  Shanghai.  Since  Friends  are 
so  few  that  they  are  meeting  together  with  other 
Christians  at  a Baptist  Church  quite  regularly  on 
Sunday,  but  the  nvunber  of  Christians  also  is  di- 
minishing year  after  year.  She  looks  to  me  around 
fifty-five  and  was  teaching  at  a foreign  language 
school  while  her  husband,  a good  friend  of  Mrs. 
Taeko  Yamanouchi  of  Tokyo  AFSC  office,  was 
still  the  president  of  a big  technological  institute. 
Again  and  again  she  shook  my  hand  and  told  me 
that  they  are  all  right.  She  emphasized  that  the 
living  condition  of  common  people  has  improved 
tremendously  in  the  last  fifteen  years  for  that  they 
are  so  grateful  to  their  Communist  Government. 
However,  I could  gather  that  it  was  getting  harder 
to  hold  just  religious  meetings,  though  the  Com- 
munists are  (not)  harsh  to  destroy  Christian  move- 
ments all  together  rapidly.  The  Government  is 
waiting  that  Christiana  will  be  died  out  in  time. 

I don’t  think  it  is  wise  to  try  to  contact  with 
these  handful  Friends  directly  through  letters  from 
the  U.S.  It  will  put  them  in  a very  embarrassing 

position.  Although,  Mrs.  did  not  ask  me 

to  discourage  the  direct  contact  from  the  States,  it 
was  so  obvious  that  they  were  being  watched  con- 
stantly from  the  official  or  official  lines.  Especially 
the  situation  right  now  is  so  rmcertain  that  Western 
people  are  particularly  being  avoided. 

The  situation  is  much  worse  now.  This  year,  I 
have  not  received  any  new  year  greeting  from  any- 
body from  China,  nor  my  friends  did  any  from  our 
Chinese  colleagues,  though  we  sent  oxu:  regular 
greetings  and  books.  Liberal-minded  leaders  are 
now  being  criticized.  I just  don’t  know  when  the 
time  will  come  so  that  Americans  are  again  wel- 
comed into  China.  But  please  don’t  accuse  the 
Chinese  Government  alone.  If  you  would  see 
American  battleships  just  a few  miles  off  the 
shore  of  Tenshin  or  Shanghai,  or  Kanton,  and 
nearly  half  millions  of  American  soldiers  are  kill- 
ing covmtless  number  of  Viet  Namese,  you’d  under- 
stand their  position. 

Unfortunately  I do  not  know  any  Japanese 
Friend  who  is  planning  to  or  willing  to  visit  China 
now.  Since  we  are  in  a unique  position,  Japanese 
Friends  should  be  more  eager  to  make  contact  with 
Chinese,  though  not  through  rehgious  channel. 

China  now  is  passing  a period,  much  like  Medi- 
aeval Period  of  Europe.  Though  they  claim  that 
they  are  following  Marxism,  they  are  going  through 
a sort  of  spiritual  transformation.  The  whole  society 
looks  to  us  a combination  of  monastery  and  military 
garrison.  Materialism  has  no  place  to  stand  alone 
in  the  present  China.  Holy  sacrifice  is  in  much  de- 
mand everywhere.  Faith,  Loyalty,  Patriotism  and 
less  material  wealth  are  emphasized  now.”

Japan  Yearly  Meeting 


(Executive  Meeting  continued) 

to  read:  “A  sponsor  is  a participant  of  PYM  who 
shows  an  active  concern  in  the  activities  of  the 
Junior  Friends  he  sponsors.”  Every  Junior  Friend 
who  attends  YM  must  have  a sponsor.  All  parents 
and  sponsors  are  to  meet  with  the  Junior  Friends 
three  times  a day.  (The  complete  minute  concerning 
Junior  Friends  wiil  be  published  later  along  with 
other  YM  arrangements.)  . . . They  gave  sugges- 
tions to  the  Nominating  Committee  for  YM  Advisors. 
Subsequently  Marilyn  Heilman  was  named  as  Junior 
Friends  Advisor,  to  receive  a grant-in-aid.  One  more 
advisor  and  an  alternate,  who  are  to  come  from 
southern  California,  are  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Nominating  Committee. 

— Social  Order  Committee:  John  Ullman  will  call 
a meeting  in  May  or  June  and  asked  for  an  increased 
allowance  of  $100.  This  was  approved. 

— Race  Relations  Conference:  The  Clerk  was  asked 
to  see  if  Caroline  Estes  will  be  able  to  act  as  repre- 
sentative: if  so,  we  would  expect  a report.  If  not, 
the  Social  Order  Committee  is  instructed  to  make 
another  appointment  if  one  is  available  who  is  en- 
thusiastic and  concerned  to  work  with  the  Confer- 
ence. Following  this  year’s  Conference  the  Social 
Order  Committee  should  reevaluate  our  relationship 
to  it  for  the  future. 

— Peace  Committee:  Stuart  Innerst  reported  a de- 
cline in  financial  support  of  the  “Friend  in  Wash- 
ington” project,  possibly  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
is  no  specific  “Friend”  at  this  time.  Monthly  Meet- 
ings are  concerned  over  tax  refusals  and  assistance 
to  Viet  Nam.  The  Committee  was  asked  to  consider 
a session  at  YM  on  relief  to  Viet  Nam  or  an  allied 
subject  if  still  a vital  issue  at  that  time. 

— New  Ways  Committee:  Phil  Wells  circulated  a 
report  including  a “statement  of  present  policy  and 
direction  of  growth  in  PYM.”  Approval  was  given 
for  continuing  this  committee  for  another  year. 

— Arrangements  Committee  for  PYM  1967:  Dorothy 
Bruff  outlined  plans  underway.  Because  of  the  higher 
cost  this  year,  the  Committee  thinks  Monthly  Meet- 
ings might  contribute  to  the  sharing  fund.  Com- 
mittee chairmen  are  asked  to  give  advance  notice 
of  needs  for  space  and  equipment  to  Ian  Thierman, 
60  S.  Topanga  Canyon  Blvd.,  Topanga,  CA  90290. 

— Children’s  Program:  Ruth  Dart  Smith  gave  a pre- 
liminary report  which  received  enthusiastic  approval. 
A final  report  will  be  given  to  Representative  Com- 
mittee. 

— Friends  in  the  Orient:  Received  approval  of  recom- 
mendation that  PYM  bring  Sok  Hon  Ham  from  Korea 
to  the  Greensboro  Gathering:  provided  that  Seoul 
Friends  recommend  this,  and  provided  that  travel 
funds  can  be  raised  from  individual  gifts,  gifts  from 
Lake  Erie  Yearly  Meeting,  and  from  Sok  Hon  Ham’s 
friends  at  Pendle  Hill.  If  he  is  brought,  he  will  be 
asked  to  visit  PYM  following. 

— The  Ten  Plus  Ten  group  of  Friends  from  PYM  and 
California  YM  have  arranged  for  a lecture  by 
Douglas  Steeres  on  May  5,  1968  at  Whittier  College. 
The  Executive  Committee  endorsed  this  activity.
